Out of Chrysler Plants 
IRCUIT JUDGE ALLEN CAMP- 
BELL of Detroit granted an in- 
junction restraining sit-down strik- 


ers from continuing to occupy the 


ine plants of the Chrysler corpora- 
tion in that city. He declared the 
strikers were in unlawful possession 
of the plants and gave them two 
days to get out. The Chrysler com- 
pany has refused to recognize the 
United Automobile Workers as the 
sole bargaining agency for its em- 
ployees, who number 67,000. En- 
forcement of the law was thus again 
put squarely up to Gov. Frank Mur- 
phy, and both sides in the contro- 
versy, as well as citizens generally, 
waited with intense interest for him 
to decide his course. 

Governor M , returning hur- 
riedly from Florida, was taking 


steps that he hoped would put an |. 


ezd to the epidemic of strikes in 
the state’s major industries. He 
arranged a series of conferences 
with law enforcement officers, and 
industrial, union and civic leaders, 
and appointed a commission of 20 
to study the problem.

Inventor, Taken by Death | 

R. ELIHU THOMPSON, one of 

the country’s famous inventors, 
‘a contemporary and friend of 
Thomas A. Edison, died in Swamp- 
scott, Mass., at the age of eighty- 
four.. His scientific discoveries and 
inventions were numerous, but he is 
perhaps best known as the discov- 
erer of electric welding and the in- 
vention of the centrifugal cream 
separator and the centrifuge, an in- 
strument used in biological labora- 
tories. Thompson was born in Eng- 
land and was brought to the United 
States when a child. 


Month in Jail and Fine’ " 
for Dr. F. E. Townsend 
NLESS his appeal is successful, 
Dr. Francis E. Townsend, head 
of Old Age Revolving Pensions, 
Ltd., will have to spend a month in 
jail and pay a fine of $100. This 
was the sentence passed on him 
by Judge Peyton Gordon in Wash- 
ington for contempt of the house of 
representatives in walking out of a 
committee meeting last May.

“The court, in addition to the 
proper use of its judicial functions,” 
said Mr. Roosevelt, ‘‘has improper- 
ly set itself up as a third house of 
the congress—a_ super-legislature, 
as one of the justices has called it— 
reading into the constitution words 
and implications, which are not 
there, and which were never in- 
tended to be there. 

‘“‘We have, therefore, reached the 
point as a nation where we must 
take action to save the constitution 
from the court and the court from 
itself. We must find a way to take 
an appeal from the Supreme court 
to the constitution itself We want 
a Supreme court which will do jus- 
tice under the constitution—not over 
it. In our courts we want a gov- 
ernment of laws and not of men.” 


Mr. Roosevelt divided the op- 
ponents of his plan into two classes. 
The first, he said, includes those 
***who fundamentally object to so- 
cial and economic legislation along 
modern lines,’’ and opposed him in 
the last election; and of them he 
spoke with supreme contempt. The 
second group, those ‘‘who honestly 
believe the amendment process is 
the best,’’ were told they could not 
expect faithful support from their 
“strange bedfellows,’’ and that even 
if ratified, its meaning would depend 
on the ‘‘kind of justices who would 
be sitting on the Supreme _ court 
bench.”’ 

Attorney General Cummings ap- 


‘peared before the senate judiciary 


committee to speak for the Presi- 
dent’s court bill, and he used much 
the same arguments Mr. Roosevelt 
had emplcyed. Senators Borah and 
Burke questioned him sharply and 
searchingly, but he was agile in 
evasion. However, he did satisfy 
the opposition senators by admit- 
ting bluntly that the purpose of the 
measure was to change the com- 
plexion of the court, to get men with 
‘liberal, forward-looking views.”’ 

Senator Dieterich of Illinois 
sought to curb the questioning of Mr. 
Cummings but was squelched by 
Borah. Dieterich has not commit- 
ted himself on the bill but is now 
classed among its supporters. 

Assistant Attorney General Rob- 
ert Jackson was the second witness 
heard, and the foes of the meas- 
ure sought to prove, by questioning 
him, that there is no actual need 
for the judiciary bill to relieve con- 
gestion of federal dockets and there- 
fore that the only purpose of the 
measure is to change the viewpoint 
of the high tribunal.
